The officers who shot Kendrick 


•were James Creynolds, Abingdon po- 
liceman, and James Crowe and J. W. 
Worley, Washington-co deputy sher- 
iffs. 
They said they had received 


complaints that Kendrick's compan- 
ions, Sterling Dutton and Paul Phelps 
were drinking and disorderly, and 
that the car ignored an order to 
stop. They declared they did not 
know Kenrick was in the machine.

In a generalway we do'not'avjftl 


ourselves of the hot water and soap 
hand wash nearly as frequently: as 
we should for safety's sake. It ought 
to be deemed a nuisance to public 
healthrto offer food or drink for sale, 
to be consumed _ on the 
premises, 


without providing adequate facilities 
for the washing of the hands. It is 
customary in most communities to 
issue permits' or"licenses of some 
sort to places where food or beverag- 
es are to be sold for that purpose', 
but this licensing system is exceed- 
ingly 'lax and many such places are 
without any facilities for cleanliness. 
Typhoid fever, paratyphoid, dysenV 
ery, colon bacillus...... infections, 
anb 


other intestinal infections, are likely 
to be acquired thru .contamhiation of 
food by unclean hands, as we know. 
Nevertheless, I have never seen any 
convincing evidence that such dis- 
eases as influenza, grippe, - so called 
colds, or in fact any of the respira- 
tory infections, are spread in this 
wya. I do not believe I run any risk 
of catching your cri 
by 
shaking 


hands with you—provided you refrain 
frow talking to me while I'm doing 
it. 


As a general rule, persons shaking 


hands do say something or other, no 
matter how inane, such as How-do- 
;ou:do, and it is virtually impos- 
sible to shake hands without com- 
ing 
within 
conversational, 'spray 


range. I/believe the infe'ction is con- 
summated by the how-do-you-do, and 
that it would occur quite as readily 
if the individuals merely approach- 
ed withfn range and said Howdy and 
each shook his own hand and never- 
touched the other at all. 


Even if one should silently, shake 


hands with a person having, 
say, 


diphtheria or whoo'ping cough, im- 
mediately 
after 
the 
person 
has 


coughed in his hand or licked his 
finger, that might contaminate one's 
hand with diphtheria or 
pertussis 


bacilli, but it could not give one the 
disease. It remains for the diptheria 
germs or whooping cough germs to 
find their way into one's nose or 
mouth and they can't budge a frac- 
tion of an inch of their own accord, 
so they must be carried into the 
mouth or nose, on your own hand or 
finger; and that soon, for these dis- 
ease 
germs 
cannot survive more 


than a few minutes, as a rule, on the 
skin, where it is light, dry and cold 
—germs need darkness, moisture and 
warmth. 
— 


Healtlj authorities might well for- 


get this futile effort to persuade civ- 
ilized people to\ cease shaking hands, 
and direct their energies to popular- 
izing hot soap and water hand wash- 
ing.

He cut the aft fall and "either a 


big wave hit the /boat »nd released 
the forward fall or somebody cut it 
for she dropped clean into the wa- 
ter." This good fortune was not to 
continue, however, for. said Amsdell: 
"we' were shoving 
her off when I 


looked up and saw a big white thing 
hit th£ ship's side and Brop on top 
of the boat and the boat went down.'

Amsdell's arm was struck by some

NEAR THIS CITY 


Many 
Farmers Breaking 


Surface Crust Over Early 
Seedings 


By T,V. F. WIXSEY 


In the territory bounded by this 


city, Mackville, Humple's Corners, 
and Greenville, farmers are through 
seeding small grain or -will finish 
this week. Some of them are spread 
ing manure on their corn ground. 
Very few hare sown any alfalfa seed 
•without mixing it with timothy, red 
clover and alsike. Xearly all have 
seeded considerable sweet clover, and 
all cabbage growers have planted 
their cabbage seed in beds. A num- 
bers of farmers are breaking the sur- 
face crust that has formed over ear- 
ly seediags with drags or other ma- 
chinery. Pastures are rery backward 
on account of the cold weather and 
are supplying little feed for cattle 
now. 


John Baum, route 4, Appleion, in- 


tends to plant 56 aqres of canning 
beans for canning purposes /as soon 
as the weather becomes favorable. 
The seed has not yet been distri 
buted by the canning company. The 
picking season usually lasts about 
six weeks during which time Mr. 
Baum employs 148 people. As fertiliz- 
er for beans he prefers stable man- 
ure but he uses commercial fertil- 
izers to make up a shortage. 


Alvin Broehm, route 3, Appleton, 


finished seeding small grain 
last 


Wednesday and is now spreading 
manure with a new machine on his 
corn ground. He seeded 17 acres of 
small grain, and intends '-to plant 
12 acres of corn and four acres of 
cabbage. He used commercial, fertiliz 
er on his cabbage last season -and 
got such a big yield that he intends 
to try it again. Used on his corn 
last year, commercial fertilizer rip 
ened his corn early and gave him a 
big yield. He says the time has come 
•when the supply of barnyard manure 
on a farm is not sufficient to feed 
the crops raised, and commercial fer 
tilizers must be used to make up the 
deficiency if past standards of yields 
are to be maintained on-the farms. 


Mr. Broehm has a good stand of a 


mixture of red clover and alsike clo- 
ver and has sowed six acres of sweet 
clover ^for pasture. 


Mrs. Broehm is raising geese as 


a sideline and is doing very 
well. 


Last year she raised a flock of 37.

Joe Becker, route 3, Appleton, was

The proprietor is 
working up to the point wliere he 
can feed all the crops raised on the 
farm to* farm animals. He is now 
feeding 63 registered Holstein ani- 
mals but still is marketing a consid- 
erable quantity of grain and alfal- 
fa hay. He recently shipped a car- 
load- of alfalfa hay from the Center 
Valley station and sold considerable 
to his neighbors. Later he was offer- 
ed $30 a ton for his second cutting 
last year of alfalfa. 


To carry out his purpose of feed- 


ing all his crops, Mr. Wieckert rais- 
es and keeps all the hejfers of his 
best producing cows but sells the 
sons of these cows for breeding pur- 
poses. Last year he sold 16 register- 
ed bulls and has an equal number 
for sale this spring. He 5s not selling-

He now has 30 acres of sweet clov- 


er and 32 acres of alfalfa that came 
through the winter in fine shape.

time the borer Was become establish- 
ed throughout the corn growing re- 
gions of the United States. 


The newly developed plows and

announced when he took office Dec. 
19, that "there is more law in the 
end of a policeman's night stick than 
in a decision of the United States 
puoreme court." He unlimbered the 
department night sticks and faile< 
many and sundry vagrant skulls 
Now, after five months, the night 
stock is hack in the holster and to- 
day* the commissioner calls to his 
aid a citizens' committee, headed b> 
a woman. 


The committee Is composed of so 


cial workers, bankers, lawyers, phi- 
lanthropists and preachers. No one 
of them ever swung a night stick. 


In his announcement, Mr. Whaler 


expresses- the hope that the commit- 
tee "can do much to improve neigh 
borhood conditions, counsel with par 
ents and co-operate with the church 
the schools and other social froces 
to the end of crime prevention." He 
continues: 


"I believe they constitute a group 


of socially minded individuals some 
in the field of social work and crime 
prevention and other distinguished 
business men, 'all of whom are will 
ing- to give of their time, ability and 
means to the service of the city." 


Mr. "Whalen is Mayor Walker's 


third police commissioner. 
George 


V. Mclaughlin remained In 
office 


one year'after Mayor Walker's elec- 
tion. He was replaced by Joseph 
A. Warren. Crime statistics were 
stubbornly indifferent to Mr. War- 
ren's repeated announcements thai 
crime was decreasing and that/the 
criminals were on the run.

Whalen took the lists against the

as sausage into small pieces. In turn 
some of the fish will be fed to the 
mink,.on the ranch, some will be used 
to furnish real sport for fishermen, 
and the balance for the table. 
' 


The ranch is now populated -with 


134 mink or 67 pairs. Several litters 
have already appeared this spring 
running from five to ten kittens. The 
increase is conservatively estimated 
at two hundred fifty. After weaning 
time all the mink on the ranch are 
fed fish as their chief 
diet. 
The 


source of the supply of fish for the 
ranch is Green Bay. Later the source 
of the supply will be the ponds now 
under construction. 


When the ranch is filled to capa- 


city with niink as it will be in a 
short time, fifty pounds of fish daily 
will be required for feed. 


In selling mink for breeding pur- 


poses, the ranch guarantees the pur- 
chaser ?90 for the first three litters 
after weaning time. For this or oth 
er reasons the demand for mink is so 
great that the local ranch cannot 
meet It. One order lately received 
from New York for 100 pair of mink 
had to be turned for lack of ani- 
mals. 


The New England type of mink is 


being raised at the local ranch. The 
proprietor, Peter Flemmmg uses his 
own card system of registration to 
avoid complications in breeding and 
sales, and for his own safety. 


For breeding purposes he reserves 


the most productive females and now 
has a number that are making rec- 
ords of ten kittens to the litter.

gram of forest restoration is at last 
being adopted by "Wisconsin, accord- 
ing to C. L. Harrington, superintend- 
ent of forests and parks. 


"In all reforestation programs in 


this state so far we have lacked the 
basic information as to soil and gen- 
eral conditions," Mr. Harrington 
said. "This basic information is now 
being provided by the economic land 
survey. 


Mr Harrinsrton bPli<»v<><s *Ti» value 


of the survey to reforestation lies in 
the detailed study that Is made of 
all forest growth. The survey gives 
information on the cover in three dif 
ferent types of area. These are; areas 
of old growth timber; areas that 
have reproduced naturally; and areas 
that should be planted. 


By studying forest growth on the 


various types of land, it -will be pos- 
sible for forestry workers to fore- 
cast growth, and determine in ad- 
vance what financial returns should 
be received from planting trees in 
certain areas. This information will 
be used by the state in deciding whe- 
ther certain lands should be entered 
under the forest crop law.
